We  have  just  returned  from  the  Family 
Education  —  Kehillah  —  trip  to  Boro 
Park,  Brooklyn,  and  one  cannot  help 
but  be  impressed  and  inspired  by  its  vigorous 
and  dynamic  Jewish  communities. 

Yet  beneath  this  outward  appearance  of 
vitality  there  are  a  number  of  socio-economic 
concerns  that  do  not  bode  well  for  the  future 
of  this  ultra-Orthodox  enclave.  While  their 
high  birthrate  (5-15  children  per  family)  may 
eventually  make  them  the  largest  group 
among  American  Jews,  it  may  also  result  in 
their  being  the  most  impoverished  segment.

We  saw  special  warehouses  that  sell  large 
quantities  of  products  at  deep  discount  prices 
to  those  with  large  families  and  of  limited 
means.  We  were  taken  to  a  former  transit  sub¬ 
station  that  now  distributes  food  each  erev 
Shabbat  to  over  700  families.  We  heard  of 
individuals  who  study  rabbinic  texts  full-time 
(in  a  kollel)  and  who  receive  a  $400  weekly 
subsidy  from  a  wealthy  benefactor. 

How  long  can  a  few  generous  and  com¬ 
mitted  individuals  sustain  an  entire  communi¬ 
ty?  How  long  will  the  recipients  of  this  largesse 
be  content  to  live  at  subsistence  levels?  At 
some  point  the  shear  weight  of  their  ever- 
increasing  numbers  will  spell  economic  disas¬ 
ter. 

While  many  families  eschew  television 
and  radio  (they  use  the  phone  to  find  out  the 


weather  forecast),  the  computer  is  fast  becom¬ 
ing  an  essential  tool.  How  will  they  be  able  to 
maintain  their  relative  isolation  in  the  face  of 
access  to  the  World  Wide  Web?  What 
inevitable  inroads  will  be  made  into  the  fabric 
of  their  society?  Despite  their  “hush,  hush 
world”  we  know  of  their  attempts  to  deal  with 
domestic  abuse  and  rising  divorce  rates  (both 
of  these  issues  have  a  serious  economic 
impact  as  well);  what  other  ills  of  the  larger 
society  they  strive  to  keep  at  a  distance  will 
penetrate  their  homes? 

And  who  will  help  them  as  their  popu’ 
tion  continues  to  grow,  as  their  needs — bou. 
fiscal  and  emotional-mount?

is  responsible  for  one  another”-yet  what  is  our 
responsibility  to  our  fellow  Jews  who  dispar¬ 
age  the  way  we  practice  Judaism?  Can  we  sim¬ 
ply  look  the  other  way,  ignore  their  attempts 
to  de-legitimatize  us  and  extend  our  hands  to 
them,  or  do  we  turn  away  from  them  in  their 
moment  of  need?  And  how  will  they  interpret 
our  assistance:  with  a  triumphalist’s  attitude  or 
with  an  understanding  that  we  are  obligated  to 
come  to  their  aid  in  compassion,  despite  our 
rejection  of  their  claims  to  be  the  only  true 
expression  of  Judaism? 

We  had  a  wonderful  time  in  Boro  Park, 
but  the  vibrancy  in  its  streets  belie  the  seem¬ 
ingly  inevitable  crisis  that  will  overtake  its 
communities,  and  the  resultant  ethical  dilem¬ 
ma  that  the  larger  Jewish  community  will  have 
to  confront.

Yehuda  Amichai,  considered 
throughout  the  world  as  Israel’s  finest 
poet,  died  in  Israel  on  September  22, 
2000.  His  poetry  has  been  translated  into 
35  languages  and  Amichai  was  a  candi¬ 
date  for  the  Nobel  Prize  for  Literature. 
Four  of  his  books  are  available  in  the 
library.  They  are: 

•  Great  Tranquility:  Questions  and 
Answers 

•  The  Selected  Poetry  of  Yehuda  Amichai 
•  Songs  of  Jerusalem  and  Myself  and 
•  Time:  Poems. 

The  Book  of  the  Month  is  A.B. 
Yehoshua’s  A  Journey  to  the  End  of  the 
Millennium  (also  available  in  our  library), 
s' The  year  is  999  and  the  protagonist  is  Ben 
/Altar,  a  North-African  Jewish  merchant, 
who  has  for  many  years  been  in  a  prof¬ 
itable  partnership  with  his  nephew,  Abu- 
lafia,  and  a  Muslim  trader  named  Abu 
Luffi.  But  when  Abulafia  marries  a  Ger¬ 
man  Jewish  woman  who  disapproves  of 
his  uncle’s  two  wives,  the  partnership  is 
suddenly  dissolved  and  Ben  Altar  finds 
himself  out  of  business.  Abulafia’s  repudi¬ 
ation  of  his  uncle  sets  the  stage  for  Ben 
Altar’s  journey  into  the  heart  of  the  first 
millennium.  Accompanied  by  a  rabbi, 
both  his  wives,  and  Abu  Luffi,  our  hero 
sails  to  Paris,  where  he  hopes  to  persuade 
his  nephew’s  wife  that  his  marriage  to  two 
women  is  both  legally  and  morally  per¬ 
missible. 

Yehoshua’s  tale  is  more  than  just  a 
travelogue  through  the  Europe  of  the  10th 
century;  it  is  also  a  meditation  on  religion, 
law  and  the  differences  between  Euro¬ 
pean  Ashkenazic  Jewish  tradition  and  that 
of  Middle  Eastern  Sephardic  Jews.
